We have substantial 
proof that neither has been tin* case. 
Our wheat fields look fine and will 
b»> good for at least 25 bushels per 
acre. The oats is also very go^d, tho 
early oats being mostly in Inhock 
and the late oats will soon be ready 
to cut. Flax looks very promising, as 
does the corn. We were surprised to 
find so muc hcorn raised here. 
Another thing which we did not 
expect to find was so many trees, in 
the 
shape of groves, which every 
farm has for winter protection. We 
could cut enough trees from 
our 
grove to saw enough lumber for a 
new barn and you would bave 
to 
hunt to find the place where 
the 
trees were cut from. This would not 
be the case were it not for the fact 
that these groves have all been plant­ 
ed by settlers who came here 2 0 or 
HO years ago. 
I am sending a few 
specimens 
raised on our farm, and can assure 
you that they can be duplicated on 
almost an., farm within 10 miles of 
here.
